Metallic Copper Company will put it* 
newly erect**) -melter in the western 
end of the county into operation Dec­ 
ember 27. 


This is to he made an occasion 
of 
much importance by the stockholder*, 
December 25, a special car. 
with the 
director* and some of the stockholders 
will leave Allentown for Waynesboro, 
from which place the men will go to 
Cbaruiian. 


The company’a plant is located 
on 
the side of a hill at out ore half mile 
talow the Charm tun 
station of the 
Western Maryland Railroad 
It is 800 
feet in length and includes the build­ 
ing containing the ladler*, 
air 
com­ 
pressor*, electric light plant, engine 
and blower 
The eugine in IMI horse 
power and the boilers 250 


Next to the boiler come- the "mel­ 
ter house which is connected with the 
dust flume, a tunnel shaped affair of 
concrete and bricks. ITO feet in length, 
IO by 12 feet in width and depth 
At 
the far end of the tunnel 1- a -tack 1( 4 
feet in height 
It is in this turnel 
that the fumes fly 
from 
the smelter 
and in the bottom cf which collect the 
metals. 


By the time the 
fumes 
reach the 
stack every particle of value 
will be 
extracted and when the*# fumes leave 
the stack they lose any destructive or 
obnoxious qualities which 
otherwise 
would be an annoyance to the sur 
rounding country. 
On the nortt side of the tailer the 
coke, soft coal, crushed ore and Hux 
window ill mix into different propor­ 
tions, are wheeled on in n barrows to 
the scale* weighed and dumped into 
the -melter. 


The ore w ill I*- quarried instead of 
mined by shuft 
or 
slope 
A heavy 
cable 750 
feet 
in 
length 
ha- been 
strung from the top of the plant down 
into tbe valley directly osar th#quarry 
from which a carriage is suspended by 
which the 
ore 
is taken 
h, 
aerial 
tramway to the crusher. 


There are ten tuyre* on each side of 
the smelter through which water c ir­ 
culates continually at the rate of HODO 
gallon- an hour. 
Each one of these is 
three 
inches 
in diameter 
A* 
the 
metal runs from the 
bottom 
of 
the 
smelter into the big settling pot tbe 
cupper goes 
to 
the bottom, ami the 
slag to the top. 


Space ba- been provided for the in 
stallation of another -melter without 
adding any other M achinery. This will 
double tho output of the 
plant from 
175 tons of c« pper ore to 850 ton* aud 
all that will ta necessary 
is 
the in ­ 
stallation of another -melter. 
At h distance of utaut 400 feet from 
the lunier* a darn wa* constructed in 
the creek 
Two puoi|>s were installed 
at the dam which pump the water up 
tbe hill into a large tank near 
the 
boiler house.

Sunday School 9.30; preaching IO 30 Andrew Carnegie owed a great deal 
of ids prosperity In the steel business 
to "Favors Jinni transit*.nation comps 
nios.” 
’ Carnegie,’* said the *ena:or, "fob 
lowed in the wake ut a long line of 
iron masters in Pittsburgh. He cam* 
to the front when the country was de^ 
Veloping rapidly. 
Later he was the 
most prominent factor in the indue 
try.” 
Mr. Stanley, chairman of the prob­ 
ers, sought to show the natural ad­ 
vantages of Pittsburgh anti how when 
home ores were exhausted and the 
Lake Superior ores were necessary the 
control of the steel business of the 
United States Steel Corp ration re- 
clilted to the disadvantage of the Pitts­ 
burgh district. 
Mr. Stanley asked a series of ques­ 
tion* about 
Carnegie's 
early opera­ 
tion. 
‘ The only fly iii the ointment orig­ 
inally,” he said, "aa* the exhaustion 
of the home ores. 
Then Carnegie got 
control of a railroad lr*.rn L a k e Erie 
to Pittsburgh. 
Now didn't that make 
Carnegie the ironmaster of this con­ 
tinent? 
If he had kept control of his 
steel business, and his railroad, could 
a a ) bodv e ls e have 
competed?” "Not 
unless the railroad* generally lowered 
their freight rates. 
That s what I ant 
trying to make them do now,” answer­ 
ed the senator. 
"Carnegie depended 
upon undue favors from transporta­ 
tion com pattie*.” 
* In other words, he* wa* the ‘king 
bec*’ In the steel huN.ne-s about that 
time- 19<H?" asked Mr. Stanley. "Yes, 
aa any cither man could be king Ieee’ 
who gets **•« ret freight rates, while 
others get open rates,” said Senator 
Oliver. 
Aside 
from 
some 
of 
Carnegie* 
prosperity dependant on "favors from 
the tranaportatlon companie*,” Sena­ 
tor Oliver said Carnegie’* possibilities 
was no keener than those of other 
men. 
He came to the front a* a fa** 
tor, said Mr Oliver, when the country 
wa* developing, and had more courage 
than some and ’’was fort un te in ae 
cumula'lng mote capital 
“The United State* Steel Corpora­ 
tion's railroad rate,” said Mr. Oliver.

Deliberate Misquoting of Authorities 
Sometimes Resorted To—Psnslty 
for Dishonesty in College De­ 
bates Ie Severe. 


Debating has 
shortcomings, eves 
j dangers. 
It is easy, for example, to 
j manufacture evidence with little like­ 
lihood of detection. 
However, 
the 
penalty of such dishonesty when dle- 
covered is most severe, a writer lu 
the Century states. 
In a debate la 
1907 one of the speaker* deliberately 
misquoted an authority. An unusually 
shrewd opponent walked over to the 
desk of his rival, picked up the book 
and read the statement exactly as It 
had been quoted. Then he continued: 
''Honorable judges, 
the 
gentlemen 
read the sentence as If it were punc­ 
tuated with a period at this point. Aa 
a matter of fact the punctuation is a 
comma." 
He then read 
the 
final 
clause, showing the real intent of the 
authority, which was exactly opposite 
to the Interpretation given by his op 
ponent. 
The result was disaster foe 
the dishonest debater. 
There are still more subtle forme 
of dishonesty. 
Dozens of request* 
pour in from colleges and high schools 
upon every prominent debating team, 
offering to buy, rent or borrow mate­ 
rial. 
A typical letter read: 
“Dear Sir: 
We understand 
that 
your university debated the question 
of commission government last spring. 
We shall be glad to procure a set 
of the speeches made and will pay 
any reasonable price.” 
Unless such dishonesty can be pre­ 
vented it will soon bring deserved 
condemnation to an honorable sport. 
Reputable institutions are 
refusing 
either to sell or buy material. 
A third form of dishonesty some­ 
time* arises 
Coaches too frequently 
are far more responsible for the argu­ 
ment presented than are the debater* 
themselves. 
One debating coach has 
made a special study of trade unions 
for ten years. 
He began in his school 
debates, followed it out in his college 
contests, and finally, taking charge of 
a college team, gave them threp care 
fully prepared speeches to memorize. 
Thus his students received none of 
the value which comes of working up 
a e*Be. 
They were parrots, nothing 
more, 
For this evil there are two 
possible 
remedies. 
Many 
colleges, 
among them Stanford, the University 
of California and Swarthmore right­ 
ly throw the burden of preparation ea- 
tlrely upon the debaters, doing sway 
with all coaching and trusting to the 
honor of their opponents to do like­ 
wise. 
Still better 1s reducing the time 
of preparation from three months to 
six weeks. 
Stanford and California 
pursue this method In their annual 
Carnot 
medal 
debates, 
which 
are 
models of the best debating In the 
country. The actual debating deterior­ 
ates under shorter preparation, but 
the exercise become* far less academ­ 
ic and more nearly like the occasions 
of every day life. 
Teh debates under 
this system are contests not of volum­ 
inous research but of individual con­ 
structive thinking 
Above all, this 
plan places the men upon their own 
responsibility, and as far as possible 
eliminates opportunities for dishon­ 
esty.

President Taft, who has difficulty in 
keeping his w eight dow n to 300 pounds, 
often cracks a joke or gets off a wit­ 
ticism about his size. 
One afternoon, 
as he was leaving the White House to 
take a horseback ride, he met a group 
of 
newspaper

among them was Matthew Tighe, an 
old friend. 
After gieetlngs had been exchanged. 
Mr. Taft looked down at hit legs en­ 
cased in leggings 
which 
emphasized 
the girth of the limbs. 
He struck hie 
left leg a resounding blow with his 
riding-crop, and, 
turning 
to 
Tighe, 
asked with a smile: 
“What do you think of that, Matt?" 
"That,” said Tighe, grlnniug, "would 
do credit to any piano ever manufac­ 
tured." 
And the loudest laugh about it came 
from the presider*.—Lippinrott’e Mag­ 
azine.
